GIVE TO ITS CONTRIBUTION. YUGOSLAV PERMREP MOJSOV SAID 
MEETING ONLY POR THIS PURPOSE WOULD BE A PARCE BUT 
HE MIGHT BE INTERESTED IN A MEETING TO DISCUSS 
ME IN GENERAL. 

3. SCHAUPELE SAID SC HAD ALREADY APPROVED PRINCIPLE 
THAT AT LEAST THREE AFRICAN CONTINGENTS BE INCLUDED 

AND DESIGNATION OP SENEGAL AND KENYA (IN ADDITION TO GHANA) 
SEEMED ONLY TO REQUIRE INPORMAL INQUIRIES OF MEMBERS 
BY SC PRES. POINTED OUT THAT SOVIETS ARE ONLY SEEKING 
TO REINFORCE THEIR THEOLOGY ON SC ROLE IN PEACEKEEPING 
MATTERS. JANKOWITSCH AGREED. 
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4. REGARDING MOJSOV SUGGESTION SCHAUFELE SAID LAST 
THING ME SITUATION NEEDED NOW WAS PUBLIC AIRING OF 
ME SITUATION WHICH COULD JEOPARDIZE PREPARATIONS FOR 
NEGOTIATIONS AND LOCK IN PLACE CERTAIN ATTITUDES REDUCING
